The Supreme Court has 
let stand a ruling that 
cattlemen who sell directly 
to meat packers may 
nonetheless sue supermar¬ 
kets if they contend there i9 
conspiracy to depress meat 
prices, according to United 
PresB International (UPI). 

The justices refused to 


hear arguments by Safeway 
Stores, Inc., following a 
federal appeals court rul¬ 
ing that a business that does 
not sell goods direcLly 
to an alleged price fixer may 
sue in cases where there is 
price fixing. 

Suits were brought in 
1975 by several hundred

cattlemen against a number 
of large supermarket 
chains, a supermarket trade 
association and the Yellow 
Sheet, the National Provi- 
sioner’s daily meat price 
reporting service. 

The cattlemen charged 
that retailers had conspired 
since 1983 or earlier to pay 
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meat packers artificially low 
prices for beef carcasses. 
The impact of the conspir¬ 
acy was felt by cattlemen in 
the form of lower prices for 
live cattle, they alleged. 

While the cattlemen’s 
1975 suit was pending, the 
Supreme Court in June, 
1977, decided an important 
antitrust case, termed the 
Illinois Brick Decision, 
ruling that only those 
persons who deal directly 
with an alleged antitrust 
violator may sue under¬ 
antitrust laws. 

Amending their suit, the 
cattlemen said they did not 
sell cattle directly to the 
food stores, but neverthe¬ 
less absorbed the effect of 
low wholesale beef prices 
because the cattle supply Is 
set and meat packers did not 
buy on the basis of supply 
and demand.

Des Moines, Iowa, attorney 
for the group. 

Reports CNS, the contin¬ 
uance of the suit follows the 
U.S. Supremo Court's deci¬ 
sion to allow the cattlemen 
to sue the supermarkets di- 
v .reutly, ..ever* though the 
cattlemen d id nbt sell cattle 
directly to the chains. The 
Supreme Court refused to 
hear arguments by Safeway 
Stores inc. for review of a 
decision by the Fifth Circuit 
Court of Appeals in New 
Orleans that the cattlemen 
could sue the supermarkets 
directly. • 

Hawkins said no dates 
havo been set in federal 
district court In Dallas, 
where the suit* is filed, 
although he expects hearing 
dates to be scheduled. The 
case is in Texas's northern 
district.

After 
all, the California 'grape 
ranchers and large farmers 
are providing food to the 
American public as well as 
the smaller farmer. Are we 
just plainly jealous because 
of their success, or are we 
interested in providing food 
to our people? 

My advire to any young 
man interested in farming is 
to be realistic. You do not 
start out at the top with the 
maximum volume and the 
very best of machinery. It is 
a business that must be 
grown into. Start at a level 
suited to your managerial 
ability at the present and let 
the volume increase as your 
abilities grow., 

I have seen through 
first-hand experience what 
happens to many farmers, 
young end o}d alike, who 
grow too fast. In many 


instances, they have be¬ 
come so overloaded with 
debt and responsibility that 
management ability is sev¬ 
erely hampered. 

For the young man who 
was disappointed over the 
Emergency Livestock Loan, 
I would like to inform him 
that across the UiS., 
Farmers Home Administra¬ 
tion guarantees millions of 
dollars worth of loans. 
Formers Home also paid off 
many losses to banks 
because of those loans. 
Perhaps your situation was 
Loo much of a gamble. After 
nil, just because it was a 
government loan doesn’t 
mean Lhe loan did not have 
to project a reasonable 
outcome. 

I personally would like to 
encourage all young people 
to continue their search for 
ways to get into the fanning 
business. 

I agree with the man who 
said, * ‘form a cooperative. ‘ ’ 
Not from the standpoint of 
his method, but for his 
message that simply says, 
"there ore many ways, even 
today, to get into the 
business. ‘ ’ I think this 
should definitely include 
Farmers Home Administra¬ 
tion as a possibility.

Bill Carter, Auctioneer : 
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Reagan lashes Carter Farm policy; pledges to make farming profitable 


Governor Ronald Reagan 
labeled the Carter admini¬ 
stration’s farm policy “an 
unprecedented disaster" ’ 
and pledged the goal of the 
Reagan agricultural pro¬ 
gram will be to make 
fanning profitable again. 

Reagan charged Carter's 
policies have pushed farm 
operating costs higher than 
at any other time in history, 
driving tens of thousands of 
farm families from the land. 


"If government pay¬ 
ments were made on the 
basis of the damage done by 
government, farmers all 
over America would be 
eligible for disaster pay¬ 
ments right now," Reagan 
said. 

He charged Carter has 
failed to deliver on promises 
he made to fanners.' ‘ If only 
farm families could pay bills 
with promises; could buy 
equipment and fuel with 


promises . . . But what 
candidate Carter in 1978 
promised and what Pres¬ 
ident Carter since 1977 has 
done are not the same—to 
put it in the most charitable 
terms." 

Reagan made the re¬ 
marks as he outlined the 
farm policy he will pursue as 
president. The speech took 
place on a farm outside Des 
Moines owned by the 
Robert Louhsberry family. 


The Republican pres¬ 
idential candidate pledged 
to begin his revitalization of 
the economy with emphasis 
on agricultural economics. 
"The American people 
want policies based on 
confidence and optimism, 
progress and growth, not on 
the gloom-and-doom, aim¬ 
less leadership we have 
seen for the last three and a 
halfyears.” 

He said the Reagan farm 


Carter claims success at forging km markets 


Citing the record agricul¬ 
tural exports achieved dur¬ 
ing his administration, U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter 
Baid he has "opened up’’ 
important world markets as 
“permanent customers" of 
U.S. farm products, reports 
CNS. 

Speaking at a luncheon at 
the National Press Club In 
Washington, Carter said 
that although some grain 


exports to the Soviet Union 
were cut off with the 
imposition of the U.S. 
embargo in Janaury, new 
markets had been opened to 
replace the Soviet business. 

He said Mexico would 
buy about 10 million tons of 
U.S. agricultural products 
in 1980 as a result of an 
agreement signed with the 
country earlier this year. 

But he made no reference 


to the grains supply agree¬ 
ment currently being nego¬ 
tiated with China, although 
the administration had 
confirmed that such nego¬ 
tiations are taking place in 
Peking. 

Despite the record agri¬ 
cultural exports of Lhe la9t 
few years, domestic food 
price increases have been 
modest and will remain so in 
the future, Carter said. 
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Farmers* gross and net 
income during the last four 
years has been “reason¬ 
able," Carter said. After a 
10% increase in 1979, farm 
income is expected to fall 
20% in 1980, according to 
the USDA. 

Carter said the productiv¬ 
ity of U.S. farm land would 
be a more important 
resource, in the long term, 
than Arab oil'. 

USDA raises pay 
of meat officials 

The USDA ha9 raised the 
overtime and holiday pay 
rate for its meat and poultry 
inspectors to $18.70 per 
hour from the previous rate 
of $16. 44, reports CNS. 

The increase, which took 
effect Oct. 6, was necessary 
to cover new federal pay 
raise provisions and rising 
meat inspection program 
costs, USDA said. 

The base rate charged for 
the service of federal meat 
and poultry Inspectors 
remains 813.43 per hour. 
However, costs for labora¬ 
tory services increased from 
$24.04 to $26.24 per hour, 
also effective since Oct. 6.

politics, sources expressed 
only mild surprise at tho 
government’s move, de¬ 
spite the fact that U.S. 
Agriculture Secretary Bob 
Bcrgland said in a Sept. 24 
intorview that there was no 
chance for an agreement 
before the November elec¬ 
tions. 

Some sources consider 
the proposed pact beneficial 
to the U.S. because it would 
lessen the possibility of 
China "raiding" the mar¬ 
ket, as the Soviet Union did 
in the early 1970a before the 
U.S.-USSR grain pact. 
China’s buying methods 
have leaned toward smaller, 
mixed purchases that are 
not subject to daily an¬ 
nouncement by the USDA. 

Others have said, how¬ 
ever, that China is expected 
to remain a gradual-growth 
market, because of limited 
port capacity nnd a policy of 
non-credit purchases. 


Grain company officials 
also differed on the effects 
of the U.S.-China pact on 
U.S.-USSR grain trade. 
While some thought it was 
another Carter administra¬ 
tion stab at the Soviet Union 
for the invasion of Afghani¬ 
stan, others said the China 
pact would only encourage 
the Soviet Unfon to tiy 
harder for another grains 
agreement with the U.S. 
This is the last year that the 
USSR can count on buying 
up to eight million tons of 
U.S. groin under the current 
deal. 

Sources also expressed 
concern that this pact would 
lead to more bilateral grains 
agreements with regular 
U.S. customers, bringing 
further government in¬ 
volvement in the grain 
industry by dictating mini¬ 
mum Bales that could 
eventually affect prices. 

Groin industry officials 
were able to recognize 


advantages China might 
derive from the agreement, 
most notably a written 
guaranteed right to buy a 
certain amount of U .S. grain 
despite any unforeseen 
developments. 

Also, China may hope the 
pact will bolster Carter's 
chances of defeating 
Republican challenger 
Ronald Reagan, whose 
attitude on the Taiwan 
question has displeased 
Peking. 

Yet, a number of organi¬ 
zations contacted by CNS 
said they doubt the agree¬ 
ment will neutralize the 
bitter farm community 
reaction to Carter’s grains 
embargo against the Soviet 
Union. 

One long-time political 
observer who said die 
agreement would not hurt 
Carter, was uncertain about 
whether it could help him 
win farm votes, despite the 


grain price increases it is 
expected to engender. 

A critic of the negotia¬ 
tions said farmers would 
“take note of the political 
timing of this agreement. 

Michael Hall, executive 
director of the National 
Corn Growers Assn., said 
corn farmers are concerned 
about the proliferation of 
bilateral grains agrrements. 

John Datt, secretary and 
administrator of the Ameri¬ 
can Farm Bureau Federa¬ 
tion said farmers are 
concerned about "any kind 
of agreement which might 
limit their markets to . . . 
six to nine million tons, 
when the potential in the 
next three years might be 
larger than that." 

"While we are pleased, 
we also have concerns about 
where it goes down the road 
as far as farm income and 
what it means to American 
agriculture, Datt said. "We 


did have a five-year 
agreeement with the 
Russians, and despite that 
fact, we had an embargo 
that . . . has had serious 
effects on American agricul¬ 
tural markets."

Researchers attack old controversy, 
find sheep grazing helps rangeland 


If cattlemen in the 1800s 
had known then what 
researchers at New Mexico 
State University's Ft. Stan¬ 
ton Experimental Ranch 
know today, there would 
have been no battloB 
between cattlemen and 
sheephorders. Cattlemen 
back thon believed first, 
that grazing sheep would 
strip away rangolond grass¬ 
es and second, that cattle 
would refuse to graze where 
shoop had fed. 

Tho adversaries of the 
Old West would be shocked 
Lo learn that Ft. Stanton re¬ 
searchers have found that 
these livestock ere compat¬ 
ible range partners. The 
sheep prefer to feed on 
/orbs and browse plants and 
the cattle on the range 
grasses. 

Dr, Jerry L, Holechek, a 
range scientist who also 
teaches advanced range 
ecology at NMSU, found 
that his students were 
sometimes as misinformed 
as the ranchers of old in 
their, perception of grazing 
management. 

"I found that'most'of my' 
students thought that graz¬ 
ing of any type was bad. 


They couldn T relate a single 
positive aspect of grazing," 
he said. 

He agrees that the case 
against overgrazing is well- 
documented. Soil erosion, 
for example, is a known re¬ 
sult of overgrazing. It 
causes a destructive chain 
reaction which decreases 
vegetation cover, water 
quality and fish and ydldlife 
numbers. 

Tho indictment against 
overgrazing is sometimes 
applied to controlled graz¬ 
ing as well. This happens 
'because little is known 
about the impact of con¬ 
trolled grazing on range¬ 
land, he said. To give 
present and future ranchers 
a better understanding of 
grazing controlled by scien¬ 
tific principles, Holechek 
summarized Ft. Stanton 
and other research studies - 
demonstrating the benefits 
of controlled grazing.

Threat of African swine fever 
hovers close to United States 
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The threat of African 
swine fever being intro¬ 
duced into the U.S. is very 
real. 

Several countries close to 
the U.S.—Cuba, Brazil, 
Haiti and the Dominican 
Republic—have had the 
disease and the tremendous 
volume of travel among 
countries in the Western 
Hemisphere adds to the 
threat, according to John 
Jeffries, acting deputy 
administrator for USDA’b 
A nimal and Plant Health 
Inspection Service's animal 
health program. 

A 1979 study by the 
University of Minnesota 
showed that a U.S. invasion 
by the disease could indeed 
be devastating. If wide¬ 
spread outbreaks occurred 
throughout an entire state 
here, total direct eradica¬ 
tion costs over a three-year 
period would reach nearly 
$152 million, Jeffries said; 

"African swine fever is 
especially troubling be¬ 
cause its eronomlc conse¬ 
quences are felt on several 
fronts, Jeffries said. 
"Swine producers and 
related agri-business firms 
suffer production and in¬ 
come losses. The U.S. has 
direct prograip costs asso¬ 
ciated with surveillance 
diagnosis, hog killing, dis¬ 
infection, quarantine and 
indemnity programs. 


"U.S. consumers would 
face higher retail prices for 
pork and related products, 
as well as less choice in the 
supermarket," Jefferies 
said. 

“And finally, U.S. export 
markets— for both swine 
and other agricultural pro¬ 
ducts—could be diminished 
for many countries that are 
free of African swine fever 
may not buy agricultural 
products from infected 
nations," Jefferies 9aid. 

"Our first line of defense 
is at our own borders,'' he 
said. USDA's Animal and 
Plant Health Inspection 
Service inspectors are sub¬ 
stantially reducing the 
danger of African swine 
fever to the U.S. by 
maintaining strict surveil¬ 
lance at seaports, airports 
and land border crossings. 

' 'Their job is to prevent 
African swine fever-con¬ 
taminated food scraps or 
garbage from entering the 
U.S. Outbreaks in both 
Brazil and the Dominican 
Republic were traced back 
to food scraps that came off 
international airline 
flights," he said. 

"Our secondary defense 
lies within other countries of 
the Western Hemisphere- 
such as the Dominican 
Republic," Jefferies said. 
"If we are able to help 
currently infected countries

eliminate the disease, we 
have a chance of eradicating 
the virus from this hemi¬ 
sphere. 

"With this goal in mind, 
we are also helping coun¬ 
tries free of African swine 
fever maintain their ‘clean' 
status," he said. "If a 
foreign animal disease such 
as African swine fever does 
slip past our border 
defenses, APHIS also has 
the job of quickly wiping it 
out." 

Five regional emergency 
animal disease eradication 
organizations have been 
established as our third line 
of defense, he said, to 
combat foreign animal 
diseases that enter our 
livestock or poultry popula¬ 
tions. When an outbreak 
occurs, a trained and 
pre-selected team of 
disease fighters quickly 
assembles, sets up task 
force headquarters near the 
outbreak and moves 4 to 
contain and eliminate the 

infection. Key personnel 
would be on the scene 
within 24 hours of confirma¬ 
tion of a disease outbreak. 

"For most countries of 
the Western Hemisphere, 
including the U.S., It is not a 
question of 'if' but 'when' 
African swine fever will 
strike," Jefferies said. 
"Hopefully by working 
together, most nations will 
have time to prepare—and 
contain the disease quickly 
before it spreads through¬ 
out the country or hemi¬ 
sphere.

Plentiful straw can be resource for maintaining cows during pregnancy

.Straw from snmo variol¬ 
ic's of small grain crop;! can 
lie used to maintain cows 
during the middle third of 
pregnancy if the straw is 
sufficiently digestible, ac¬ 
cording to a recent USDA 
study. The study also 
indicates that straw digesti¬ 
bility con bo genetically 
improved. 

During the middle third 
of pregnancy, cows do not 
need to gain weight, only to 
be kept alive and well. For 
maintenance, a diet need 
only be palatable and meet a 
cow's minimum nutritional 


requirements. 

One of the largest 
potential sources of feed for 
maintenance of cattle and 
other ruminenl animals is 
straw from small grains 
such as wheat, barley and 
oats. So plentiful is this 
current waste hut potential 
resource, that if the 45 
million head of breeding 
beef cows in the U.S. and 
Canada were fed an 
overwinter ration of 4 
straw only seven percent of 
the straw produced annual¬ 
ly in the two countries would 
lie consumed. 


Until now. the use of 
straw as a feed has been 
limited because of digesti¬ 
bility—nr lack of it. Much 
time, effort and money has 
been spent on developing 
chemical methods to im¬ 
prove digestibility, but the 
methods developed so far 
have been expensive and 
only partially successful. 

A new era in straw usage 
may be ushered in', 
however, if the findings of 
range scientist Larry M.

Their sLudy shows that 
digestibility varies more 
between different varieties 
of the same typo of small 
grain crop than between the 
different grain crops them¬ 
selves. Also, digestibility Is 
an isolated genetic factor in 
grains—selecting groin ver¬ 
ities for high straw digesti¬ 
bility should not affect other 
agronomic trails important 
for grain production. 

White and his co-re- 
searchers began their study 
two years ago because 
ranchers reported that cows 
liked some varieties of straw 
better than others but did 
not agree on which varieties 
were best. It was believed 
that with some protein and 
mineral supplementation, 
sufficiently digestible straw 
could be used as o 
maintenance diet, 

Livestock nutritionists 
knew that, generally, of the 
small grain straws, wheat 
was the least digestible, 
oats the most and barley in 
between. However, no one 


seemed certain whether or 
m»l digestibility varied from 
variety to variety within 
each small grain crop. 

In the study at Sidney, a 
rumen-fistuluted cow sup¬ 
plied tbe hnclerin uiul 
protozoa needed for diges¬ 
tion trials. Ktmiuou mirro- 
fluru were allowed to digest 
straw in lesl tubes for -IK 
hours to simulate digestion 
in the cow's rumen. Pepsin 
was then added to digest, tile 
micro flora for 24 hours, 
simulating digestion in tbe 
cow's intestines. 

For two years, digestibili¬ 
ty plus crude protein and 
phosphorous content of 
straw froip different variet¬ 
ies of winter and spring 
wheat, barley and oats were 
measured and conipured. 
Heading date, height, lodg¬ 
ing severity and grain 
yields of the plants were 
also recorded. 

Over the two-year period, 
digestibility of the straw of 
winter wheut, spring wheat, 
barley and onts averaged 
approximately 40. 42, <17 
and 45*;;. respectively. 
However, digestibility dif¬ 
ference's within the differ¬ 
ent varieties of each small

THE FEEDER CATTLE MARKET is expected to be 
steady because of strength in the slaughter cattle market 
and strong demand from the Corn Belt, sources on a CNS 
report said. Therefore, the demand from the Com Belt is 
good for stockers and feeder cattle. Also, if the rain contin¬ 
ues, demand for feeder cattle will improve, sources said. 

There will be price pressure in the next few weeks, due to 
increased cattle and hog slaughter before marketings again 
turn upward. That pressure will come down from the retail 
level, which probably will be unable to sufficiently-move 
larger supplies of beef and pork at the current price levels.

Australia imports 
on rise in Japan 

Japanese and Australian 
officials have expressed 
confidence about prospects 
of increasing Japanese beef 
imports from Australia, 
during the second day of the 
Japan-Australia joint busi¬ 
ness cooperation committee 
meeting in Tokyo, reports 
Unicom News. 

Australian delegates to 
the meeting predicted 
Japan could eventually 
surpass the U.S. as Austra¬ 
lia’s major beef market. 

"Australian cattle produ¬ 
cers can produce whatever 
type of beef Japan requ ires, 
from pasture-fed beef 
through to high-quality 
grain-fed beef, and at 
competitive prices and 
quality to any other source 
of supply, 1 ' an Australian 
official said. 

Yoshimichi Niwa, execu¬ 
tive of Nippon Meat- 
packers, said beef imports 
will soon reach 135,000 tons 
according to the Japan- 
Australia agreement based 
on the Multinational Trade 
Negotiations. 

This year’s Australian 
beef exports to Japan are 
expected to reach 100,000 
tons. That volume is part of 
a total of 135,000 tons of 
beef that Japan is expected 
to import this year. 

Niwa said there was a 
decline in imports after the 
1973 Arab oil embargo, but 
they said imports since then 
have Increased steadily. 

Both sides agreed >hat 
steady consumer spending 
on meat, particularly buef, 
would, continue for several 
years. Official estimates 
show Japan's per capita 
beef consumption in -1985 
would increase to five 
kilograms from three kilo-, 
grams in 1977. 

In contrast to the promis¬ 
ing outlook, production in 
Japan is restricted by a 
limited pasture area.
